Mr., GoeiMiths says that when he first com-
menced his work, early o the summer, he
encoimtersd considerabls diMeulty In Indue-
fng artists and owners of valvable paintings
to allow them to bie exhibitad at Omaha, the
olijection belng made that the sxonsltion was
only a stagall afale, lke thowe of Nashiville
and At'anta, cad the owners dld not eare to
take the risk attendant upenn the shipniont
and exhibition of thelr priceleis treasures,
This senthment ha= bheen entirely changed
within the lewt few months, and Mr. Grif
fiths apntlolpates vo considerable difculty in
#ecuring a oollection that will be highly cred-
ftable from an artistic standpoint.. The peo-
ple In the art centers are now well aware
that the Tranamlsalaslypl Expositlen Is to be
an exhibitton 1o which more than half of the
Btates of the unlon are directly interested,
and they are willing that thelr works of art
ahall be exhiblited here,

Another Wing which Mr. GrifMfiths says s
forming a streag Indocement for artists to
pond thele hest pletares here for exhibition is
the facl that no medals are to be awarded for
tite pietures declared to be the hest and that
no prizes are offored. Tnstead of these empty
honors a syndicate of wealthy men will ex-
pend a atipulated amount of money In buylng
piftures, and thig Is mora of an Inducement
to artists than a bushel of medals and diplo-
mas.

PICTURER ALREADY SERCURED.

Mr. Griffiths now has about sixty pletures
from the Nashville collectlon stored In the
yault of the Détroit Art museum, of which
he s the direcior. These, together with a
Iarge collection of Seotch plotures from the
Nashville exposition, which ave In Mr. Geif-
fithn' control, will be exhiblted during the
apring In eastern cltles and then hrought to
Omaha to be onstalled in the Art bullding
About forty nlhor pletures gelected from the
Nushvllle eollectidn and a nuinber seletted
from the collection at the Bt. Louls exposition
are now In the east and will be shown al the
ustinl spring exhibitlops and then sent to
Omaln. The art director says he now has
abiout 200 or 400 pletures in sight for the art
exhibit, as well a5 @ number of pleces of fiae
Blatuary, casts, ete.

In o convermtion with R, Hall MeCormicl
In Chicage Mr. Griffiths found the Chicago
nifllilonaire disposed to be very liheral with
the Transmississippl Exposition in the way
of loaning some of his priceless pletures,
Mr, McCormlick Is the Illinols representative
of the art bureau and his approval ls nee-
essary on any pleture from lllinols befory
it will be received by the exnosition for ex-
hibition. He promised Mr, Griffiths to glve
tha matter of loaning some of his plotures
most favorable conaideration and the art di-
rector will consult with him on hls return
to Chigago the latter part of the week.

Mr. Griffiths will oot go to Burope untii
fome time early In the epring. He has a
representative thers, however, who ls work-
ing under hls direction and s making good
headway In securing desirable pletures.
Among other pletures which Mr, Grifiiths e
tryimg to secure g one which was awarded
the first prize at the last Parls salon. It
ia the work of a young colored mam, the son
of Bishop Turper of the African Methodist
church. This pleture s eald to be a mag.
mificent work, depleting the ralsing of Laz-
arus, and has attracted worldwide atten-
tion,

mado with Richard W. Book, a Chicago
soulptor, to make the staluary for the Ma-

teen herole human figures ten or twelve feet
high, nine large long, two rams, two hounds
and four eagles. Mr. Dook offered to maks
all of them and put them in positlon on the
bullding, Including the necessary painting
to make them econform In tone to the bullids
fng, for the sum of $4,000.

wife, and while she was thus wantlog and
wiiting for one, Just as a joke, she applied
to a Mirseapolis matrimonial agency and an
advertisement was ingerted In a Minneapolls
papor Ioforming the public that the present
Mrs. Moore was a candidate for the matri.
monial noose. This advertieement fell be-
neath the gaze of Bemjamin Mooore while
he was resting from the labore that went
along with ranching In the west. He indited
A lettor to the woman In the Minnesota town,
It wis arswered amd then eplstler of love
and affection went dack and forth untll
eirly In Auguat 1896,

Along atout the 1st of Auguat, 1808, Ben-
Jamin Moore turned the ranch over to the
hired men and hied himeelf aorth just as
fast ns the steam cars could carry him, On
Auguat 6 he reached Minneapolis and the
came day he met hie charmer. It was love
at first sight, or at least, that I8 what they
ralled 1t at that tlme, though now they are
calling 1t anything but love. The npshot of
the whole matter was that the next day the
lone Minneapelis malden became Mrs. Ben-
jamin Moore and with this name, her hus-
band and belonglogs, ste started for the
ranch out on the Nebraska pralrie. Arrly-
ing there In due time as happy as a couple
of coolng turtle doves, Mr. apd Mrs, Moore
traveled over their 3,000 broad acres and
looked at the 130 horees and the 60 cattle,
tho value of all being estimated at §50,000
by lioth husband and wife.

For i timoe, a9 the story told in court goes,
all went well, when suddenly the wife gon-
celved the ldea that Moore was not as lov-
leig as a4 model husband should be. She told
him this cnd &e retorted by telling hepr that
she was not the Kind of a wife he had ex-
pected to find. Matters commenced to go
from bad to worse until foally the wilfe came
to this city, resided the statuiory length of
time and then instituted divorce proceedlogs,
allegiug that while living with her husband
e treated tier In a shookingly bad manner,
frequently locking her 4n her room and leav-
ing her for hours at a time,

To the petitlon of his wife Benjamin Moore
answered, He averred that he was a loving
and obedlent husband, but that bis wife was
a vixen, He sald that she abused him end
also a boy, the fruits of a former marriage.

These legal documents comdaued to be
bandied back and forth until the case was
milied in court, where all of the trouble is
being glven an airing.

SEQUEL TO BARTLEY'S CONVICTION,

Stnte Sues to Hecover Money Used to
Redeem the Warrant.

A8 a sequel 10 the Bartley embezzlement
case on behalf of the state of Nebraska, Attor-
ney General Smyth has brought sult againat
the Omaha National bank and its president,
I H, Millavd, for $201,884.05. In the pstition
filed in the office of the clerk of the district
court the attorney general alleges that on
January 2, 1897, and prior thereto, Joseph 2,
Bartley, then state treasurer, had on deposit
In the Omaha Natlonal baok state money ag-
gregating more than $201,5884.05. It ls also
alleged that the bank was one of the state
depositories, having been designated as asuch:
that such money was deposited by Bartley as
state treasurer.

In his petition Attorney General Smyth al-
leges that on January 2, 1847, Bartley, as
flate treasurer, wrongfully, unlawfully and
fraudulently drew a check agalnst the state
funds in the Omata Natlonal bank, making
the ame payable to J, H. Millard, the prosi
dent of the bask. The amount of the chock,
he alleges, apgregated the sum of $201,884.05.
It, he says, was pald out of the state money
on deposit and was charged to the general
fund of the state's account, It is further al-
ioged that by so paying the check Bartley di-
rected the baok to pay to itseli money that
belonged to the state of Nebraska.

In asking fudgment the attorney general
alleges that at tne time of the payment
of the cheek for $201,884.05 the state wias
not indehted to either J. H. Millard or the
Omaha Natfonal bark amd that nelther had
or held any clalm whatsoever against tho
state. It is alleged that both Millard and
the bank were awnre of this fact, and that
both knew that Bartley had no legal right
to druw and deliver the check. The attor-
ney general avers that the whele transac.
tlon wato Ilegal and fraudulcat and that
by reason of the alleged (raudulent transic.
tlon the bank and its presldent unlawfully
came Into possession of the property of the
state,

In the eriminal trisl agalost Bartley the
Omaha Naticoal bank check formed one ol
the :mum on which a conviction was s
cured,

Return on Fitagernld Attachment,

of this county, He seta forth tho f(act that
he has attached the property of ‘Ed J. Fitz-
gerald of the value of $154 480, conslsting of
landas and lots in this state,

Fltzgerald was one of the Bartley bonds-
men and thls property Is attached by order
of Attorney Geoeral Smyth for the purpose
of making good the clalm of over $500,000
which the state alleges it has agalnst J. 3
Bartley, the ex-state treasurer, who wais
convioted of embeariing funds that belanged
to the state.

Sues Unlon Paecille,

way company, The plaintif alleges that on
July 10, 1866, he was riding on the foot board
of a awitch engine running from Omaba to
Bouth Omaha.

Owing to the
fapt that the carpenters are quite a ways
ahead of the bricklayers, not @0 many men
are employed now as were a short time ago
or will be in a few days, On the hog cooler
bullding the brick walls are up to a helght
of thirty-five feet, while the walis of the
other bulldings vary In helght from one
story to three stories.
